MARION, 111., Dec. 19.—Grilling of 


state's witnesses in the "first Herrin 
massacre trial today brought oit ad- 
ditional details of the "reign of terror" 
that enveloped'Williamson county last 
June. 


Eye witnesses stories of how twenty 


non-union coal miners met their death 
at the hands of a mob of 500 angered 
union men formed a recital of horror, 
brutality and atrocities. 


One by one the witnesses answered 


the call of State's Attorney Delos 
Duty and came forward to add their 
link in the chain of events as they 
occurred on the "bloody 22nd of June." 


The five defendants, brought to trial 


on the specific charge of murdering 
HowanJ Hoffman, were accused of 
other acts of violence in an attempt 
by the prosecution to prove that they 
were parties to the conspiracy. 


Robert Officer, one of the non-union 


miners who escaped the massacre, to- 
day told of events leading up to the 
siege of 'tse Lester strip mine and the 
slayings. 


"Union men were hired at the mine 


to repair equipment until June 13, 
when they were discharged by Super- ] 
intendent McDowell," Officer said. 


"Non-union workers arrived two 


days later and started stripping coal 
and we shipped about 700 cars of coal 
before June 21, when the outbreaks be- 
gan and operation of the mine was dis- 
continued.' '

Henry'C~'Boqnstra; the aviator who 
was lost";with his mail -plane since 
Friday, and for whom twenty air- 
planes were searching the mountains, 
has been'fonnd at^the^'Rigby ranch 
four ahd a half miles from Porcupine 
Ridge., northeast ,of Coalville. Altho 
lie had suffered severely from the 
shaking in landing on.the mountain 
ridge,'the aviator is uninjured. 


His-plane was located on-top of the 


high mountain. - ridge yesterday by 
Pilot Lester F. -Bishop of »he air mail 
service. Porcupine) ridge Is eighty 
miles east and thirty-eight miles north 
of Salt Lake City.- 


The aviators report that the plane 


Is not badly damaged and can be 
easily repaired. ' Boonstra was caught 
in a furious blizzard "and found he 
was making little progress. His plane 
was gradually forced to earth, but he 
did not realize how close he 'was to 
the mountain side. 
His landing 


jarred him badly, but In the midst of 
the blizzard he was able to crawl from 
the machine and make his wav to the 
ranch house.

are from 20,852,001 to 20,876,000 
and from-20,940,601 to 20,956,000. 


DENVER, - Dec. 19.—The city of 


Denver today, offered a reward of $10,- 
OOQ 'for the-capture, dead or alive, of 
any' one of the bandits, who yesterday 
killed a federal -reserve bank guard 
and escaped with 
$200,000 
from in 


front'of the United States mint here. 


The city offered 12,500 "for any in- 


formation leaolng to 
- arrest and 


conviction of any of the bandits. 


Police and federal officers have cen- 


tered the search for the men "in Den- 
ier.

Twice he 
asked her hand of her-father, John 
Rath, but it was refused because ol 
the girl's age. He besought her to 
run away with him, but she said she 
would not wed without the consent of 
her parents. 


On the 5th of November, 1321, as 


she tells the story, he appeared with 
Ms Ford car and his sister, a young 
woman of strong personality. They 
took a ride. In the course of it 
Baker told her that he had secured a 
license to marry her,-and that she 
would be obliged, under the law, to 
proceed with the wedding. She'says 
she protested, but he talked wildly of i 
killing himself after1 disposing of her j 
father, who had finally turned Baker j 
down as a suitor for his daughter's ' 
hand. 
Acting under duress and coercion, 


as she charges, they went to Saron- 
viUe and were married. After a Tjrief 
wedding trip to Lincoln they returned 
home. The girl says that she had 
grown to dislike him and that her 
conscience began to trouble her be- 
cause she had married without her 
parents* consent. .When she got Into 
a neighborhood where it was safe,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — The 


United States, as the outstanding 
move in its plan to avert a collapse 
in the old world, is about to invite 
the European powers to make a final 
attempt to settle the German repara- 
tions problem, it was learned from 
the most authoritative sources here 
today. 


The "plan" of the United States for 


intervention in the European situa- 
tion, which has filled two continents 
with excitement 
and anticipation 


partly because of hte deep mystery 
surrounding it, can now be revealed. 
It follows: 
1 — Believing that renarations is the 


key to the present European crisis, 
the United States will participate in 
a commission or some other form of 
official inquiry to establish an exact 
figure for Germany to pay. It would 
be a figure that would constitute just 
reparations for the war — an amount 
that would be up to Germany's ca- 
pacity to pay, but not beyond. 


2 — If a settlement of the repara- 


tions, problem can be effected by an 
agreement 
among 
the 
European 


powers on such a figure, the United 
States 
can give assurances 
that 


American bankers stand ready to ad- 
vance a loan, with- the proper securl- 
,h.er feet and start her tot^rds" amortt- 
z&tion of the indemnity^ 


3— Finally the United States gov- 


ernment is willing to adopt a more 
lenient position on the question of 
collection of the allied war debt to 
this country; that is, it is ready to 
consider the obligations of each of the 
debtor countries on their own merits, 
granting more leniency in the terms 
of collection to those countries less 
able to pay. 
Should this far reaching program 


be worked out, the United 
States 


may later suggest other important 
international moves such as a pact to 
preserve peace and to limit land ar- 
mament. 
The reason for the mysterious si- 


lence that has been maintained by 
official Washington since it first be- 
came evident that the United States 
intended to intervene in the European 
situation is because of the delicate 
stage of the negotiations incident to 
putting the plan into effect. 


This government by informal in- 


quiries has been, sounding out the 
European counties concerned to ascer- 
tain whether they 
would welcome 


such an offer of cooperation 
from 


America before extending a formal in- 
vitation. 


In * conversations 
and 
exchanges 


passing back and forth almost hourly 
between the United States and the 
governments of Europe and President 
Harding meeting today with his cab- 
inet, developments may come at any 
time that will put the American jplans 
Into motion, or perhaps cause them to 
be dropped and faiL 
• It is admitted here that "one of the 
greatest questions in success of the 
plan is the reception that will be 
given the suggestion by France. 


It is hoped France will cooperate, 


for it is believed that this will be the 
only attempt by this country to aid 
in a settlement of the European prob- 
lem. and the French will be so in- 
formed. 


Also there may be developments to 


change the plan somewhat from the 
outline given in this dispatch. It was 
said in one authoritative quarter to- 
day that some word had been received 
from Germany that might tend to 
broaden the American plan. 


It was stated emphatically by a 


high authority of the 
government 


that should France occupy tbe Ruhr 
or take some other s'jcb. drastic step, 
the United States would protest roost 
vigorously.

The brief sets out the claim of the 
Krauses that the testimony of the wit- 
nesses in ifre trial below proved that 
Long did know about the possibility 
of potash being in the lake, that he 
had investigated and made up his 
mind that being twelve miles from 
the railroad his lake would never be 
available. It is also claimed that 
Long's own conduct on the witness 
stand justified the finding of the court 
that his testimony was unsatisfactory.

STATE TAXES KOITNELY. 


Say JELoads Undervalued Along With 


Farmers of Whom Transportation 


Companies Complain. 


OMAHA. Neb.. Dec. 18.—Over a mil- 


lion dollars of state taxes are involved 
in the injunction suit presented in 
part In federal court here today be- 
fore Federal Judges Lewis, 
Munger 


the Woodrough. The entire morning 
was consumed by the lawjers^i tell- 
ing the court what it was all about 
and the remainder of the day in sub- 
mitting evidence in the form of aftl- 
'davits. 


The Burlington is assessed for near- 


ly two million in taxes on an assessed 
valuation of $,137,000,000, and is will- 
ing to pay 65 per cent of the amount. 
The- Northwestern is assessed 'for 
three-fifths ot a million taxes and is 
willing to pay 60 per cent* The Min- 
neapolis & Omaha is down to pay 
5200,000, and wants to pay but 40 per 
cent 


All three of the roads claim they are 


overvalued for taxation purposes and 
that the state, at the same time, is 
assessing farm lands at from 40 to 68 
per cent of their actual sale value. 


The etate claims that the roads are 


undervalued for taxation purposes, 
and that while Mt is true that farm 
lands are assessed at from 68 to 75 
per cent of their value the' roads are 
no more harshly dealt with in the mat- 
ter .of assessments. 


The state claims that the railroads 


have no business in federal court, and 
that the court should not entertain 
their-application for a reduction of 
taxes because they have an adequate 
remedy at law, an appeal from the 
state board of taxation, to the state 
supreme court. • 


The railroad attorneys had some dif- 


ficulty in answering questfons of the 
judges ae to reports they made to the 
state railway commission in 1909-12. 
At that time the commission was try- 
Ing to find a valuation of the roads 
for rate-making purposes. 
It asked 


the railroads to give an estimate of 
how much it would cost them to re- 
produce their properties new at that 
time. * Now comes the 
tax commis- 


sioner and takes these reports, adds 
to the values there given the additions 
and betterments made since then, and 
finds values for the Burlington of 
$234,000,000, for the Northwestern of 
$63,000,000 and for the Omaha road of 
$14,800,000, as compared with state 
taxation board figures of $137,000,000 
for the Burlington, $38,000,000 for the 
Northwestern and $12.000,000 for the 
Omaha. 


The Northwestern attorney said the 


fjgures supplied^the railway copimis- 
sion at that time were merely answers 
to questions and not a. claim of value, 
and that they were not intended to 
fix a present value. He said the rail- 
way commission never had fixed a 
valuation. The Burlington attorney, 
on the other hand, said that the com- 
mission had fixed the value of its 
road at that time, and if that basis

Census figures sub- 


mitted showed that in 192Q land valued 
at an average of $S7.91 an acre was 
assessed'at but an average of 139.19. 
The records ot mortgage companies 
were produced to show that the lauds 
covered by them were assessed at but 
55 per cent of what their owners ap- 
praised them at. 
Testimony produced on behalf of 


the Burlington covered appraisements 
of farm lands by local real estate 
men, compilations of mortgage rec- 
ords and actual sales, showing the 
lands covered by the studies were as- 
sessed at from 42.5 to 68 per cent of 
actual value.

.Lincoln and 


Omaha testified that actual sales. of 
city property in which the assessed 
value was but 60 per cent of the price 
obtained. The federal ciop reporter's 
figures shoring that laud had ad- 
vanced 384 per cent from

O. E. Bernecker, secretary of the 


board in 1916, was shov - to have told 
the county assessors that they should, 
assess tarm lands at 75 per cent of 
sales values, "and" we will have an 
assessment to be proud of." 


The Burlington also submitted tes- 


timony of its own officials to show the 
actual value of its Nebraska property 
to be $108,000,000, and that the board 
had included property located outside 
the state and not used in operation.

Attorney Prepares Draft of Proposed 


Amendments Relating to Manner 


of Issuing Bonds and Term 


for Which They Bun. 


The difficulty of securing a quorum 


In the morning, during the busy win- 
ter season, has determined the board 
of education to meet during January 
in the afternoon. 
The next regular 


meeting will fall January 2 of 1923. 
A special session will be called soon 
for a conference 
with the Lincoln 


legislative delegation regarding pro- 
posed changes in the school laws. 


The board's attorney, R. O. Williams, 


presented a draft of proposed amend- 
ments at the meeting Tuesday morn-» 
ing. 
These include a return to the 


one-mill levy, instead of the fixed sum 
for school expenses allowed by the 
last legislature; a change from thirty 
to forty years as the limit of time for 
which bonds may run; and provision 
fpr greater freedom for the board in 
the manner of issuance of bonds. 
George W. Woods favored a return 
to a limit of 5 per cent Interest for 
bonds, the last legislature 
having 


changed this to 6 per cent 


Other bills not yet drafted by Mr. 


Williams, bat discussed, include a 
modification of the fire escape ordi- 
nance permitting the Lincoln district 
to conform to city ordinances instead 
of state laws; provision for an ap- 
propriation 
for maintenance of the 


school for the deaf and for schooling 
of dependent children sent to Lincoln 
from over the state. 


A report of condemnation proceed- 


ings to secure lots 13 and 14, block 2, 
Brooklme addition, adjacent to the 
new Elliott building, stated that a 
settlement could be secured by pay- 
ment of $3,000 to Mrs. Jennie Carlson 
for lot 13, which contains a house, 
and of ?1,150 to F. W. Smith for lot 
14. The board authorized the pay- 
ment. 


The superintendent of schools pre- 


sented two plans fqr re-distribution of 
pupils the second semester. The first 
provided for full use of the new Whit- 
tier as a junior high. As it seems 
unlikely that the'building can be com- 
pleted in time, the second program 
was stressed. This provides for con- 
tinuation of seventh and eighth grade 
classes in Bancroft, seventh grade 
classes at Hayward, seventh and 
eighth grades ~at old Whittier and 
keeping the Twenty-sixth and O street 
building as a ninth grade school. With- 
out the use of the new Whittier, all 
these buildings, as well as Clinton and 
the senior high school, will be greatly 
overcrowded. Mr. Lefler was not in 
favor of starting the Junior high pro- 
gram until the shops and full equip- 
ment are ready. 


Dr. B. W. Howe presented a report 


on the need of an open air school for 
Lincoln and its probable expense 
He 
estimated provision for fifty children 
would be needed at the start.-. The 
overhead expense for nine months, 
outside building and equipment was 
given at $15,000. 
The cost of build- 


ing was estimated at ?5,000 but was 
believed by the board to be nearer 
$25,000. 


A motion -was adopted that the re- 
port be sent to the Kiwanis club, who 


first brought the matter to the atten- 
tion 
of the board asking what co- 


operation they Intended to give. Also 
an endeavor will be made to get tho 
cooperation of the city board^ of health 
and of tho local branch of the national 
tuberculosis society. Mr. Woods be- 
lieved that the 
city should provide 


everything except school eQulpment 
and Instruction.

stantinople, the Turks declared in a 
memorandum to the minorities com- 
mission. 


The troops entered hundreds of 


homes, tearing former Christian wives 
and their children from the arms of 
their husbands, and against their will 
returned the women to their Armenian 
domiciles, the memorandum charged. 


Stories that Christian women were 


forced into Turkish 
harems • were 


j characterized as "legendary." When 
! the modern Turk marries a Christian 
woman the marriage is ^voluntary on 
her part and she accepts the religion 
of the husband in consequence, it was 
asserted.

Power to Cut Out Portrayal of

rows was busy Tuesday morning in, 
the governor's private office. 
There 


being no official business for an act- 
ing governor to transact Mr. Barrows 
had time to ponder upon the -decision 
of the district court 
of Lancaster 


county which had decided he was not 
entitled to "the 1935.61 extra pay for 
serving as acting governor during the 
past four years, at the rate of $23.99 
for each working day served. 


Mr. Barrows, will have Ms attorney 


appeal the case, to the supreme court 
lor a final decision as to his right to 
draw two salaries, one for serving as 
lieutenant governor and another for 
acting governor in the temporary ab- 
sence "of the governor from the state. 
Other matters than 
affairs of the 


executive office occupied Mr. Bar- 
rows' time. 
His desk was covered 


with typewritten sheets which he 
slowly leeled off from his typewriter. 
He Is putting in the weary hours of 
idleness drafting a bill for the censor- 
ship of moving pictures in Nebraska, 
Governor McKelvie vetoed an act oi 
that nature two years ago. At that 
time there was much agitation in 
favor oj. state censorship,' tho the 
state senate passed a resolution favor- 
Ing national censorship. , Since then 
Will Hays has been drafted to clean 
up the movies and for the past year 
the picture industry has been moving 
along without much criticism. 


Acting Governor Barrows several 


years ago was engaged fot a time in 
the industry of exhibiting moving pic- 
tures in Lincoln. He admits that his 
experience qualifies him to prepare a 
censorship bill. His bill will provide 
lor an appointive board of censors. Mr. 
Barrows has given no inkling of his 
desire to be one of the appointees if 
his bill passes. 


He said his bill will, embody many 


features of the bill 
passed by the 


lower branch of the Nebraska legisla- 
ture two years ago. This bill was op- 
posed in the state senate and that 
body desired to redraft and a substi- 
tute was offered 
by Senator H. C. 


Beebe of Polk, who is mentioned for 
appointment to a judgeshlp on the dis- 
tricf bench." 


The bill that finally passed 
both 


houses of the legislature was vetoed 
b"y Governor McKelvie at the close of 
the session. Acting Governor Barrows 
' now confesses the reason he opposed 


the bill passed was of information he 
received that Governor -McKelvie in- 
tended to veto it. 
' 'Mr. Barrows intends ^o ask the leg- 
islature to pass a bill for a board of 
censors. It will set out general direc- 
tors for-the guidance of censors 
by 


defining pictures to be prohibited. Any 
picture teaching bad morals or involv- 
ipg-mor«I-%arpilttde whatever-that mayj 
mean in law. He would hold the disA 
tributor liable with the producer and 
would require the distributer to give 
bond not to violate the law.

set alongside of the tuner and can be 
built to match it. 


This 'step of amplification uses what 


-we call a "tuned plate" circuit and 
enables the operator to get amplifica- 
tion over a much wider band of wave 
lengths than is possible with a trans- 
former. 


The apparatus necessary for this 


step of radio frequency amplification 
follows: 


Single mount for honeycomb coil. 
Forty-three

denser. 


Bulb socket. 
Rheostat. 
Amplifying bulb. 
Honeycomb coils of various sizes. 
In the diagram I am showing on the 


right-hand side the series

You will notice 
that 
the 


binding post to which the aerial is at- 
tached in the other set is- now con- I 
nected to the plate screw on the am- j 
plififying socket and the binding post 
to which the ground was attached in 
the other set is now connected to the 
45-volt positive tap of the B battery. 


In his circuit »the 
series-parallel 


switch of the tuner must always be 
set on the parallel side, which means 
that the upper blades are turned to 
the left. 


This arrangement is a very good 


one, but It is impossible to give exact 
dimensions of the honeycomb co'' 
quired. The secondary 
and ti 


coils ~of the tuning set will remain 
they were before the addition of the 
radio frequency step, but the coil that 
was the primary will have to be 
changed and it is probable that the 
original primary coil can be inserted 
in the single mount of the radio fre- 
quency step. 


It will also be found necessary to 


alter the relative positions of these 
three honeycomb coils in a way that 
is different from that without the 
radio frequency amplification, but a 
little practice will enable you to mas- 
ter the difficulties of this set and you 
will find that while nearby stations 
are not amplified in volume the dis- 
tant ones will come in considerably 
louder. 


You will also notice-that the rheo- 


stat on the amplifying tube plays a 
very important part iu this tuning aud 
that theie is a critical point of bril 
liancy at wfilch the ampUiying bulb 
burns where you will get the most am 
pllUcatlon and turning the filament a 
little dimmer or a little brighter wil 
make you lose it. You must be 
tient with this hook-up, but you wll 
find it well worth while.

years) who once made rugs. 


Of all the wonders of modern civili- . 


zation, the telephone, the wireless, the 
electric light, the aeroplane, the sub- 
marine, tie water supplies,-.is there 
any cue more marvelous than this 
vast system of exchange, that we all 
take so utterly for granted. 


And does anything make one realize 


more fully the danger of tampering ' 
too hastily with this infinitely intri- 
cate, infinitely delicate mechanism?

We will have better government 


when our representatives are able and 
willing to rid themselves of their 
party-mlndedness. That's what is the 
trouble - down at Washington. ' On 
every issue the cleavage o£ party lines 
is visible. This would not be strange 
where the great fundamental issues 
divide parties, because a man is a 
republican or democrat according as 
he believes upon these questions. But 
this is ridiculous where most of the 
bills are concerned. We have been 
steadily getting away from that in our 
state legislatures, and we will be 
better off when the reform spreads to 
the national balls.

braska, supreme court is beyond any 
question. Repeatedly in the past few 
years the court has shown its im- 
patience- with the" pleas of lawyers 
who have come arguing for a new trial 
for a, .client because of errors occur- 
ring during the trial before a jury, 
usually technical in character. Every 
once in awhile the court mars this 
good record by a reversion back to 
technicalities, but on the whole it 
steadily goes forward. 
Its notice to

simple, plain indictments are to be the 
rule hereafter is in line with the best 
progress. All that a defendant can 
ask of the state is that he be notified 
of the character of the crime charged, 
how it was done, when and where. 
When that form is followed all this 
rigmarole of motions to quash and 
the like will be abandoned.
